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MEMORANDA. 


Porulation.—During the June quarter the population showed an increase 
of 8,814, of which 7,486 was due to excess of births over deaths, and 
1,328 to excess of arrivals over departures. The relative increase during 
the quarter was equivalent to an increase of 2:1 per cent. per annum. 
During the six months ended 30th June the total increase was 19,200. 
Of this number 14,368 was due to the natural increase, and 4,832 to 
the excess of arrivals over departures. 


Trade.—The imports during July were valued at £3,526,631, which shows 
an increase of £510,301, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the seven months there was an increase of £2,255,069, 
or nearly 12 per cent., as compared with last year. ‘The direct oversea 
imports during July amounted to £2,234,587, as compared with 
£1,696,543 in 1909 ; the totalfor the seven months was £12,463,835, an 
increase of £1,200,555 over the corresponding figures for 1909. There 
were increases in most of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, 
agricultural implements, boots and shoes, iron and steel, metal manu- 
factures, tobacco, cigars, &e. 


The oversea exports for July amounted to £1,503,556, being an 
increase of £136,484, or nearly 10 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the seven months there was 
an increase in the oversea exports of £3,519,310, or nearly 28 per cent,, 
as compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the seven months increased by £3,756,782, and the latter decreased by 
£237,472. 


Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for July show that the net revenue 
for the month was £788,192, or £174,996 less than in July of last year, 
due almost entirely to the Commonwealth failing to make any return to 
the State.

On the 31st July, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in credit to the amount of £481,471. 


Railways.—The report on the Railways for the year ended 30th June shows 
that the earnings amounted to £5,485,715, and were £457,265 larger 
than in the preceding year. The working expenses were £3,276,409, the 
balance being £2,209,306, or £323,585 more than in 1908-9. After 
paying working expenses and interest on capital, there was a surplus of 
£522,288. The proportion of working expenses increased from 58°72 to 
59:73, while the profit represented a return of 458 per cent. on the 
capital expended, which is £48,925,348. With the exception of the 
carriage of minerals, all classes of traffic contributed to this result, which 
is very satisfactory, considering the unusually heavy repairs and renewals, 
increased cost of fuel owing to Coal Strike, and concessions and advances 
made to the staff. 


Banks of Issue.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th June 
show yery great expansion, the principal feature being the extraordinary 
increase in the amount of deposits both for the quarter and the year. 
Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there was an 
increase of £4,666,501 in current accounts, and in deposits as a whole, 
of £5,475,239. Reserves of coin and bullion were £2,661,663 greater. 
Advances increased by £943,550 during the quarter, and during the 
year by £373,454. The Returns of the Royal Bank of Australia are 
included in the statements for the first time. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during July was 26,772 oz. crude, equal 
to 20,091 oz. fine, valued at £85,341. The value of gold produced 
during the seven months was £445,979, and showed a decrease of 
£31,948, as compared with the corresponding period of 1909. 


Prices.—The general index number for July was higher than in June, 
and also higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,249, for metals 1,090, and 
for all articles 1,210. Prices during the month were generally above 
those ruling in June ; the principal articles to show an increase in value 
were wheat, wool, tallow, and mutton, but leather, copper, tin, and 
silver were cheaper than in the previous month. 


Meteorology.—During the month of July, three storms passed over New 
South Wales, resulting in general rains, but their operations were con- 
fined to the southern part of the State. Over the Riverina and Western 
Slopes the falls were very consistent, as rain was recorded on almost 
every day of the month. A severe cyclonic storm, causing considerable 
damage, was experienced over the Central and Southern parts of the Coast, 
and its presence was responsible for violent winds and persistently heavy 
downpours. Generally speaking, the totals recorded over the South-east 
quadrant, Northern and Southern border areas, and a portion of the 
extreme Western Division were above the average, while tke least 
favoured districts were the Hunter and Manning, and the North Coast. 


Land Selections.—During July, 159 new settlers applied for 106,864 acres ; 
and 39,043 acres, representing 54 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,127, and the area applied for 699,628 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
547,265 acres, representing 683 blocks.
